The best precaution against 
poison ivy is to know how to 
recognize the plants and avold 
them, Any natural history book 
and many encyclopedias have 
photos of the plants. The main 
identifying factor 1s the three- 
leafed twig. 

If you have heen exposed, 
wash thoroughly, several times, 
ubing plenty of soap and hot 
water, You may be able to get 
at least some of the ofl off be- 
fore it. irritates the skin.

With. negligible exceptions, 
it proposes to withhold. twenty 
per. cent of all dividend in- 
come and all payments of in- 


teres{, including that on sav-— 


ing deposits in ‘banks, It ap- 
plies to Government bonds as 
well as fo other forms of in- 
debtedness. . 

Let there be no mistake about 
it—-thig ig a new and radical 
departure from anything. our 
Government thas ever fnmosed 
on its citizens in the past. 

There are so many. things 
wrong with this proposal, that 
we urge our viewers ard He-. 
teners to familiarize themselves 
with the unfortunate eonse- 
quences that will aurely follow 
the enactment of this provision. 

The U, & News and Waetd 
Report in its issue of April 
23rd, gave an example of what 
tan happen under this provts- 
ion. They give the hypothetical 
instance of a Mr. and Mys, 
Smith who have retired at age 
65, nnd are living on dividends 
of $4800 per year. The tax they 
will owe on this income for the 
entire year is about $50. But 
the payments of interest or diy- 
idends to be withheld under 
the new Act is $960. 

Each quarter, the Smith 
would be permitted to apply to 
the Government for the return 
of so much of the withholding 
ns fs not required to meet 
their annual tax bill, 

Every three months, for, the 
rest’ of their lives, they must 
out a refund claim, and 
must apply a confusing math- 
emitical formula to determine 
what thelr refund allowance 
for the year shall be. 

In April of each year, for 
example, they will file a ¢laim 
for refund and In May they will 
refunded the excessive with- 
holdings for the months of Jan- 
wary through March, 

Every three months, in order 
to get back the money the Gov» 
ernment has withheld, dut, 
which fs the property of the 
Smiths, and is not due for tax- 
es, JL would be necessary for 
them to file another refund ap. 
plication. 

The very Jest that can hap- 
pen to the Smiths is that from 
now on, the Government will 
be holding $240, or more, of
